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Berger vows to fight corruption 


as Guatemala’s 


president

Guatemala City, (EFE).- 
Guatemala's new president, 
wealthy businessman Oscar Rafael 
Berger Perdomo, has vowed that 
he will govern the Central Ameri- 
can nation with honesty and prom- 
ised to crack down on corruption. 

Berger has also promised to 
create an inclusive government 
with representation for all seg- 
ments of society. 

Although the polls gave him 
an 18-point advantage over rival 
Alvaro Colom, of the UNE party, 
in the presidential runoff, Berger 
campaigned hard to ensure victory. 

“The Rabbit,” as the 57-year- 
old attorney is known, was Guate- 
mala City’s mayor from 1991 to 
1999. 

He ran for president in 1999 
backed by the then-ruling National 
Advance Party (PAN). 

He was defeated by Alfonso 
Portillo of the Guatemalan Repub- 
lican Front (FRG), the ruling party. 
Portillo was backed by Gen. Efrain 
Rios Montt, who took power in a 
1982 coup. 

Following his defeat, Berger 
began to distance himself from 
PAN leaders, ultimately breaking 
with the group earlier this year 
over differences with the party's 
current secretary-general, Leonel 
Lopez. 

The conservative Patriot, Re- 
form and National Solidarity par- 
ties make up the Great National 


Alliance (GANA), which nomi- 
nated Berger as its presidential can- 
didate. 

Berger and running mate 
Eduardo Stein, an academic and 
former foreign minister, apparently 
constituted the presidential ticket 
the private sector was seeking. 

His easygoing personality has 
helped him win over the majority 
of Guatemalans despite being, ac- 
cording to his opponents, the can-

didate who represents the interests 


of the business community. 

Berger has not tried to dodge 
the criticism, saying he is the can- 
didate “of the rich and. the poor.” 
He has vowed to implement poli- 
cies that will attract higher levels 
of foreign investment to create jobs 
in Guatemala and stimulate the 
economy. 

Berger’s critics claim that he 
makes poor decisions, is undisci- 
plined, tends to improvise, lacks 
character in his actions at critical 
times and has problems getting his 
message across to the public. 

Businessman Eduardo Gon- 
zalez, Berger's campaign manager, 
said his candidate could rescue the 
Central American country from its 
crisis since he was “totally honest.” 

Born in Guatemala City Aug. 


11, 1946, Berger is the son of 


wealthy ranchers and always at- 
tended the best schools. He is mar-

Antibiotics were 
recommended to all individuals who 
may have come in contact with the 
oral secretions of any of the cases. 
Antibiotics were distributed by the 
Public Health Department or through 
the individual’s health provider.

On the day of La Virgen de 
Guadalupe 2003, hundreds of thou- 
sands supported a statewide eco- 
nomic boycott-march to protest the 
termination of SB60 by the new 
Governor. The Mexican commu- 
nity in California had worked very 
hard to force Gray Davis to sign 
the legislation into law. “The Ter- 
minator” came into power and 
killed it, the reaction was naturally 
groundswell. 

Now Latino student organiza- 
tions throughout California have 
announced further action with an- 
other major boycott for Cinco de 
Mayo. 

Also on Sunday, the 28th of 
December some one hundred or- 
ganizers of the 12th of December 

“movement met in San Bruno to 
assess the results of the boycott- 
march and plan for the future. Two 
other meetings had been held in 
South California with the same 
purpose. 

Among those present were 
Nativo Lopez and Miguel Araujo, 
two of the most ardent supporters 
of the Movimiento 12 de 
Diciembre. Also in the meeting 
was Green Party Governor candi- 
date Peter Camejo, and San Fran- 
cisco supervisor, Matt Gonzales. 

The meeting lasted for five 
hours and many themes were dis- 
cussed, here is some of what was 
said. The group has agreed on a 
new name for the organizing force, 
El Consejo de Federaciones Mexi- 


have representatives at the meet- 
ings to discuss SB-60. 

Part of the reason the march- 
boycott was successful was be- 
ause the Internet was used to 
-pread the word worldwide. 

Those present discussed the 
fact that the boycott-march was 
criticized because kids were 
taken out of school. The action 
was justified, the group agreed, 
because the lesson the kids 
learned while fighting for the 
rights of their families are more 
important than anything the 
schools could have taught them 
on that day. 

Others said that our children 
must be involved in any future 
movement because the kids are 
the future of California. It was 
also brought up that the organiz- 
ers pleaded with people to use in- 
dependent responsibility in fol- 
lowing the boycott-march, which 
meant that no one should take ac- 
tion that might hurt their jobs or 
their kids’ education. 

As far as the assessment of 
the boycott-march, some cities in 
California reported that as much 
as 44 percent of their students 
were absent on that day. In Los 
Angeles 33 percent missed class 
which represents 260 thousand 
kids, in Bakersfield 44 per cent. 

In San Francisco and Los 
Angeles the Latino wards were 
reported empty, in parts of Los 
Angeles some Latino barrios re- 
ported that 80 per cent of the 


Where were they? 

Also during the meeting it 
was reported that the union hier- 
archy did not endorse the march- 
boycott nor did the church. How- 
ever it was pointed out that indi- 
vidual priests helped the cause by 
talking about it during mass. 

Very few Latino politicians 
backed the movement, the news 
media was forced to cover the 
story and none of the Latinos who 
work for Schwarzenegger came 
out in favor of the march. 

What has been learned, say 
the leaders is that there is a 
vacuum of leadership within the 
Latino community and that the: 
vacuum has to be filled with lead- 
ership stations in every city in 
California to create a state web 
which will eventually extend na- 
tionally.

One of the few women in at- 
tendance Maria Campos who said 
she represented women in the 
meeting made some key declara- 
tions. She said “the most impor- 
tant element of the boycott-march 
was that it was done peacefully 
and that was because women, men 
and their children marched hand 
in hand.

This information has been 
widely publicized in the media 
recently. For some Americans, the 
“large” number of non-English 
speakers causes problems since the 
fear is that these new immigrants 
will not integrate and dilute the 
fabric of our country. 

However, another way to look 
at it is that these “non-English 
speakers” make not only valuable 
economic contributions but 
linguistic ones as well. 

Looking beyond the headlines, 
you discover first of all that about 
half of the 47 million who speak a 


competent people rises. 

We know very well that we 
lack qualified bilingual personnel 
both domestically and abroad. 

That shortage became very 
clear a few years ago when the FBT 
announced soon after 9-11 that it 
needed Arabic speakers to translate 
large amounts of data that had been 
collected through various means.

DeHaven reiteró que su “línea de investigación principal” apunta a 
una granja en la provincia canadiense de Alberta, como el origen de la 
vaca infectada, aunque sólo podrá confirmarse con análisis de ADN.

spread by fairly intimate contact 
such as kissing, or sharing uten- 
sils and water bottles. High fever, 
headache and stiff neck are the 
most common symptoms of men- 
ingitis in anyone over the age of 
2 years. These symptoms can de- 
velop quickly over several hours, 
or can take 1 to 2 days. Other 
symptoms may include nausea, 
vomiting, discomfort looking, the 
common symptoms may be ab- 
sent or difficult to detect. The in- 
fant may appear slow or inactive, 
or be irritable, have vomiting or 
be feeding poorly. 

Early diagnosis and treatment 
are very important. If someone 
has symptoms they should see a 
doctor immediately. Bacterial 
meningitis can be treated with a

course, 1s the most widely used 
with about 28 million potentially 
bilingual people. Other languages 
with more than a million speakers 
include Chinese, French, German, 
Tagalog, Vietnamese, Italian, Ko- 
rean, Russian, and Polish. 

These linguistically capable 
individuals need to be encouraged 
to apply for positions requiring 
language skills. Even if immigrants 
don’t know a particular language, 
they can use their bilingual skills 
to learn it a lot faster than mono- 
lingual Americans. 

For example, it’s easy for a 
Spanish speaker to learn 
Portuguese because the two 
languages are closely related. 
Similar cases apply for eastern 
European and Asian languages. 

In the long run, however, the 
U.S. needs to develop a climate of 
multilingualism within our borders 
by encouraging language study in 
schools beginning in the early 
grades. This needs to occur for the 
kids of immigrant children who 
should be encouraged to maintain 
their parents’ languages as they 
also learn English. 

In the case of monolingual 
American kids, the same oppor- 
tunity to learn two languages 
should be made available. Dual 
language schools, which teach 
subjects in two languages, are 
increasing although their numbers 
are still very small. 


There are more than 300 such | 
schools in the U.S., up by more | 


than two-thirds since 1992. Former 


Secretary of Education Richard | 
Riley wisely called on the nation | 


to nearly quadruple the number of 


dual-language schools to 1,000 | 


within five years. 


In spite of the obvious need for | 


bilingual individuals, a wind of 
monolingualism has been blowing 
in the U.S. in the last few decades. 
Several states have virtually elimi- 
nated bilingual education 


programs. Twenty-seven states | 


have declared English their official | 


language. 


Several English-only organi- | 


zations have been formed in the | 
last fifteen years. Their goals are | 


to protect the English language but | 
at the same time to lobby against ' 


bilingual education and bilin- 
gualism in general. That is not 
simply a misguided course of 
action but a potentially dangerous 
one as well. 

English monolingualism will 
not make anyone feel safe. 
Linguistic resources translate into 
knowledge which can provide the 
security and prosperity we deserve.
